The Dallas & Falls City railroad
leaves Dullag in the morning a few
minutes after the departure of the
Portland pagsenger train, and re-
turns in time to give the Falls City
people connection with the after-
noon train to Portland. The Falls
City train leaves Danllas again in
the afternoon and returns at night
before the departure of the Inde-
pendence motor, By coming on
this train, and staying in Dallas
over night, the Falls City people

_ure enabled to catch the early

morning train for Portland., As
the train service is increased, the
mail fooilitiee are also extended
and improved. 'The Southern
Pacific depot is a busy place these
days, and it is no uncommon sight
to see four or five trains in the
yards nt one time. Dallas is com-
ing tothefront ata very satisfactory
piice.

ARE PAYING TAXES

Corporations Do Not Appear to Desire

to Evade New Law.

The Southern Pacific Company, of
Kentucky, with a eapital stock of
$107,840,227.40, was among the cor.
porations which flled its annual re-
port in the offlee of tho Secretary of
State Wednesdsy. The Oregon &
Californin Rallroad Company, with a
capital stook of 16,000,000, also filed a
report. The veports show that E. H,
Harriman is president of both ecom-
panies; that Richard Koehler has
been appointed agent in Oregon and
George H. Andrews attorney In fact.

Although the time for flling reports
has expired, about 100 corporations
presented their annual statements to-
day. Those who are delingpent may
report within [n 20 days, but after that
time they will be subjectto a flne o

$100,

All the leading companles are

filing their reports as required by law
and many are already paying their
license taxes, although these are not
due until Jaly 18, So far as appears
at the office of the Secretary of State
there is no disposition to evade the
law, for those who are late In filing
their reports seem to have delayed
through nogligence, Some of those
who have been talking of testing the
validity of the law by suita in court
have complied with its provisions.
Hecretary of State Dunbar has no
fear that the act of 1008, imposing a
linenee tax, will b deolared unconsti
tutional, for similar laws in other
states, requiring the payment of much
upheld.

strictly enforeed and that companies
desiring to maintaln their right to
transact business in this state as cor-
porations must comply with its terms,
